But that 
does not jircclnde our holding of certain jires- 
ent ideas which we freely acknowledge are 
subject ti*cbangc .should more exliaustive in- 
fennation than is now at hand indicate that 
we are now wrotig. 

< )nr present attitude is one of doubt 
whether the political linking of ottr cominii- 
nities with San Francisco would he for the 
best interests of ourselves. “It is hound to 
hapjien sooner or later," the bromide repeats. 
Bn* why is it hound to liaiiiicn if we sliould 
decide conclusively that we wonlrl not want 
it to liapjien? "Consolidation is the tendency 
now-aflays,” repeat otiicis. But sniiiiosc it is; 
wliy should we he forced to take a step of 
this imjiortance merely because it might he 
lasliionahle, if reason should dictate that the 
plan would he fooli.sh? 

\\> do not say that that step wfiiild he 
ft.olisli. \Vc merely say tiiat it tniglil he 
found to he so, We Ij^lieve tlial. the p^yple 
affcetcfl should he oi> tlieir guard against he- 
iiig swept off their feet inti) a ,posiTiop lhe\' 
later tniglit not enjoy» by la't^ of resistance 
to the convincing iiowet; of the mere repeti-j 
tion of phrases. . j 

'riierc arc oliviottsly many prolilcnis which 
.San Francisco and the iicnin-ula commiinitie.i 
lit'VC lit common, stich as water supply, watcr- 
fi'iut and harbor development, transportation, 
etc. But mtich can he accomplished in all 
these lines to the mutual advantage of both 
■Stin I'rancisco and the peninsula without 
any change in jiolitical status. 

In the matter of water supply, for in--tance. 
it lia- been said in nnoffieial and not wholly 
anllifiritative eonver.'-ations that ehea])cr rate-- 
for the water could prohalily lie arranged for 
tlie ])eninsnla cities if they were merged with 
.■san l-'rancisco. But is it not ]io.-sihle that 
even witli a saving in rates the iicninstila 
cities would he ]faying a dear ])riee for water 
if, in order to get cheaper rates, they first 
surrendered their jiolitical independence— 
their right to govern their own communities? 

These are not final judgments, let us re¬ 
mind you. They tnerely express some of our 
ideas on some of the “annexation" details to 
(late. \Vc may he entirely wrong. We may 
he entirely right. We may he part and part. 
Blit some (lay all of us ;irc to he called upon 
lo decide what will he done. It is time now 
to begin studying the matter. And our study 
can he carried much farther wlien tlie report 
of the research staff is finished.
